i'djjP will, no doubt, seo (ho 
propriety before Ion;,' of reorganizing several 
of the Departments of Government. Amongst 
those offices, however which cry most louelly 
for reform, the Post Officio stands pre-emin- 
ent. As it exists at present, it is a perfect 
anachronism. Its modus operandi belongs to 
a period far back in postal history, when the 
lumbering stage and the sailing packet v?ere 
the quickest means of conveyance, and when 
letters' were scarcer than' bank-notes. Lik» 
many other imperfect machines, this institu- 
tion gives way at the very moment when it 
is most required. During the greater portion 
of the iuieritn between the arrival of '.he Ca- 
lifornia steamers, the postal business of tht 
colony is reduced to a very small affaii indeed 
nnii the public feel but little inconvenienct 
from the imperfect munner in which that bu- 
siness is conducted. So sooo, however, as 
the steamer arrives, and for three or four days 
following, the 1'ont Office is thronged wilh 
an er quiring multitude, who come and go 
continuously during ofllco hours, blocking up 
the pathway, wasting their valuable time, and 
testing their patience to an extent that cer- 
tainly speaks wonders for their Christian re- 
signation. 

There is really no necessity for this stale 
of things. The Post Office is actually con- 
tributing to the revenue ol the country, after 
paying its own expenses ; its business is in- 
creasing, and the demand for privato boxes is 
greater than the supply. The number of let- 
ters now received is in the vicinity of 15,000 
a year; the amount mailed outwards about 
20,000. By Express the outward mail reach- 
, ea close to 14.000; the inward Express, (for' 
which we receive nothing) about 13,000. The 
p ivale boxes, which run between seventy-Eve 
and eighty, contribute during the year, on the 
average S750, which ndded to §2,450, tho 
nmounl, according to present approximation, 
of tho yearly postage, gives us 83,200, 
leaving a very good margin over the ex- 
penses. This is exceedingly satisfactory for 
an infant colony, so far ns the "paying" 
nature of the department goes ; but the loss of 
public time we are afraid will change this 
debtor and creditor account very materially. 
We might toko a few days after, und includ- 
ing, the day on which the California steamer 
arrives, and we guarantee the loss of the 
public time, through the present inefficient 
system in the post-office, will amount at the 
lowest computation to a much greater sum 
than that received by the postal department, 
from both tho incoming and outgoing mails 
This is anything but creditable. Both the 
public time and the public patienco might be 
dealt wi'h much more economically. Instead 
ol keeping men waiting on the street for 
hours on the arrival of every mail, an ar- 
rangement might be easily devised thui 
would enable the j_'reut bulk of them to as- 
certain whether there were letters for them 
or not, wkhcut gelling into line and under- 
going the tedious process o( advancing to- 
wards the window at tho rate of the hour- 
hand on a tjwu clock. 

We have said that the demand for private 
boxes is greater than the supply ; but the 
worst feature in this cu.so is that the supply 
is exceedingly limited, on accuunt of tho 
wan! of space in ihe building. Any change, 
therefore, tlnit aims ul improvement must 
commence in ibis quarter. It is necessary to 
have room fot nt least three or four hundred 
bosea. One hundred of these might be re- 
tained under arrangements similar to those at 
present existing. The other two or three 
hundred should be small compartments 
merely, without keys, at a low monthly renlul. 
Few of the latter, we are convinced, would 
remain loot! unrentud. The holder of such a 
box, instead of wasting his time before Ihe 
post ipfflee. oftentimes fruitlessly, .vould see 
at a glance if tliere were any loiters for him. 
bhnuld his box contuin anything, he would 
merely have to call out its number to the 
clerk or postmaster. The advantage of llii» 
arrangement, besides increasing the postal 
revetue upwards of 31,000 a year, would en- 
able the present staff In do their work tflfc- 
(Oally At present, oi arrival of tin 

steamer, the? ';..'.- tin itsk of Hercules on 
t'ite;. r nand-, and it is . .ousu il thing for 
newspape rs to be unfit fui general delivery 
fully three days alter me receipt of the mail. 
Tho time ol the clerks at present is princi- 
pally taken up in going over the heaps of let- 
ters again and ugu.n for paities whose names 
are not in the mail. Oi course it lakes gene- 
rally much muie lime to look for these ima- 
ginary letters, than lor those that can he 
found. The arrangement therefore, thai we 
brve pointed out, would, while diminishing 
the bundle to be looked over at every cull at 
the window, ulso save numbers from troubling 
the clerks at all. Thete would be (hen some 
chance given to the recipient ol a letter to re- 
ply by the same mail an opportunity which 
is now almost impossible.

(ireat Britain in the van oi'liberty, christianily 
and civilization.

His Excellency in reply,expre»»ed his thanks 
for the loyal sentiments contained in the nd- 
dress.

It would Do. ho said, allectation 
on his part were ho to seem ignorant of the 
prejudice which existed in this colony. They 
knew, however, from the instructions he bad 
received from Her Majesty's government, 
and from his own sentiments already ex- 
pressed, that no distinction could be made in 
class, color or nationality.

He had learned since his ar- 
rival in Victoria that there were amongst 
the colored population men as respectable as 
those of any other class in tho community, and 
who were quite as capable of climbing up 
the social ladder. He, however, was not dis- 
posed lo take up sides in this matter of pie- 
judice, but rathor to act as n mediator, and 
ho would enjoin on the oolorod population 
therefore the necessity of bearing a little 
with this prejudice, and they would ultimately 
live it down, as all groundless prejudices 
could he lived down. They would lie the 
better men after overcoming tho struggle ; 
for it is such struggles and such difficulties 
that ultimately produce the best of qualities in 
man. Ho knew Irom his long experience o( the 
race, they were a sensitive people, perhaps

In considering the section of tho bill de- 
fining the power of the Council 

Mr. Young said a distinction wns made 
between by-laws and ordinances; this may 
have been necessary in the infancy of the 
corpoiathio, hut now tint Ihoy had gol 
into bolter working order he thought 
they should bo obliged to pass by-la. vs for 
all purposes, ho would therefore move that 
Ihe word " ordinances," be struck out aud 
"by laws" be inserted, l'acsed. 

Dr. Helmoken said he believed it would 
bo better to divide tho duties and poweis of 
the corporation, in respect lo the inspection 
of nuisances particularly, between the coun- 
cil niul tho Police. Ho also did not see the 
necessity of a Mayor's Court, when wo had 
a Rtipondiary magistrate. With regard 
lo Iho inspection ol gaj-meters, he hardly 
know why it was wanted, unless to prevent 
people from being oheatcd ; ho doubted 
whether this was a matter within the control 
of the corporation. As to a oity pound, I12 
thought it a very questionable slap. If a 
pound keeper saw fit to seize the oows which 
graze round the city limits, and by which this 
lamotis city is supplied with milk and butter, 
it would hardly bo a proper Ihing. As to 
regulating the public market, wo had no 
market lo regulate just now, and whon wo 
had, the Police might attend to that as woll 
as overy thing else. 

Mr. DeCosmos was not in a position to 
agree with much that hud fallen from tho 
hon. Speaker. In regard to inspection of 
nuisances, ho agroud with the hon. gentle- 
man that tho Police should be empowered 
to look nftor public Duisanoos, if they did 10 
under a civic by-law. As to weights and 
measures, ha thought the council Hhould have 
power to sec that all parlies conformed in 
this respect to the imperial standard. As to 
iho city pound, ho thought it was necessary 
to give the city authorities power to look 
after this mailer. A good deal of time hud 
formerly boon spent by this House over a 
famous law called n "hog and goat bill," 
(laughter) and something of the kind was 
certainly as nsoessary Ihen as nosy. With 
rogard to gas-meters 1)0 thought it was quite 
proper to establish some inspection under iho 
council j also in regard to ferries, which ho 
thought sliouhl bo under the control of tho 
civic authorities. 

Dr. Ilelmcken said in regard to giving tho 
council power lo make by-laws, ho objected 
in toto lo parsons who made tho laws, put 
ting them in force. If the hon. gentleman 
would agree to the abolition of ihe Mayor's 
Court he would agree to llicm having tho 
power to make by-laws. ' 

Mr, DeUosmus said ho considqreil tho 
council had both legislative and oxecutlvo 



sanees, he was opposed to the creation of an 
additional office, but would favor tha carrying 
out of the inspection by the police under the 
supervision of Ihe council. 

Dr. Ilelmcken said we must take things 
as we found them in this city. He would 
not give tho oity council tho slightost power 
whatever over the police any more lhau Ihe 
legislature have. Let the city council have 
power to mnlco their by-iaws just as Ihe 
legislature have power lo legislate, and then 

tained that the makers of tho law should 
not be tho expounders of the law. With 
regard to impounding cattle anil horses, he 
thought there was very littlo objection to 
their being in the streets ; ns to pigs and 
goats and such like wretched animals, which 
corrupt the morals of the population (laugh- 
ter; they ought to be impounded ; also, per- 
haps, dogs and cats, although the latter 
generally appeared otily in tho night-time

Mr. Franklin said it did not necessarily 
follow that the council would pass a law pro- 
venting cattle from being at large in all pot- 
lions of iho city. Tho cemetery hud been 
alluded to ; he would say that the cemetery 
was injurious to tho health of the city, in its 
present position, and ho Would wish lo give 
Ihe council ] ower lo remove it ns soon as 
possible to the suburbs of the town. 

Mr. Young's lirsl amendment, to givo the 
council power lo puss u by-law enabling tho 
city council to rogulato the grades of the 
streets, wus passod. 

To regulate the maintenance and rnpair of 
tlio high-ways, foot-palhs, public wharves 
and bridges situated in Iho city. 

Dr. Ilelmcken said this act should prevent 
tho council from levying tnxes on particular 
individuals for particular purposes. This net 
should fix thai there should bo ono general 
uniform rato (hear, hear.) 

Mr. Young oaid it was not proposed to 
give the council any power lo levy speciul 
taxes. There was a clause providing that if 
seven-tenths of the property-holders in any 
slreet should petition the council to have their 
street improved, Iho council might do so. 

Mr. DeCosmos said his opinion always had 
been that tho council had no power whatever 
to forco property-holders to lay down side- 
walks opposite Ihcir own property; if they 
wanted side-walks tho money should have 
been tnKen from tho revenue of Iho city 
I hear, hear.] Clause passed. 

To accept, purchase, and hold such real 
estate us may bo required for corpoiate pur- 
poses, and 10 erect such buildings therenn ns 
may be requiBito for corporate purposes ; to 
remove the cemetery, &o.

Mr. Wallace's motion came up for taking 
into consideration the propriety of leasing or 
purchasing the Central School property (or 
the purpose of a Cily School. 

Mr. Wallace said his attention was drawn 
to an advertisement in Iho papers of this 
property being for sale. He thought it very 
desirable that a proper sohool system should 
be inaugurated, though he only brought tho 
motion forward to promote discussion on tho 
subject. Ho considered that n poll-tax might 
be appropriately levied, for the purpose on 
adults, of $2 50; that would admit of public 
schools being established on a proper mid 
permanent basis, and 'ha city members 
should be confoiiod with as to the best mode 
of carrying it out.

Mr. McDonald said the Council had no 
power at present to hold or lease ground.

Expenses incurred by tho 
individuals mentioned in the deed long prior 
prior to the formation of the Company; and 
also an alleged depreciation in the value of 
Und belonging, to these individuals in the 
Bontinck Aim in consequence of the noo- 
completion of the roid, havo been set out in 
Ihe declaration givon in evidence as damages 
sustained by tho Company. Those grounds 
of damage must be struck out; the Company 
own no land in Bentinck Arm, and cannot 
Iborefure htve sustuincd any loss by deprecia- 
tion. Whatever expenses its promoters may 
havo incurred, it is clear the Company never 
spent ono farthing in explorations, and cannot 
therefore claim for damages, on lhal score. 
Its claim must be confined to tho loss of the 
contemplated profit to be made on the tolls. 
This, the jury entirely misunderstood. They 
returned a verdict a< if Ihey understood thu 
issue wus one ol prrtnorship. The foreman 
expressly sluting that they gave their verdict 
f»r $21,000 on iho understanding lhat one- 
third that sum was lo go lo Messrs. Green & 
Cary, and two-thirds to tho defendant. If 
judgment was entered upon the verdict ns it 
stands, tho legal effect would be that tho 
wholotum would go tho Company, instead of 
one-third; and as the cvidenco has slown 
how tho shares in it are held, viz.: 1,134 by 
Iho defendant, one by Green, and five by 
Gary's trust ces, it is obvious that ihese two 
gentlemen's share ofthis sum would be a 
great deal smaller than the jury intended. — 
The nils is absolute.

IJenliiick Arm and Eraser River Road 
Company Limited and lSdward Green. 
Plaintiffs, M, William Hood, Defendant.— 
His honor referred to the arguments on the 
Hull- Nisi, und having reviewed them ul some 
length delivered bis judgment as lollows :

This covenant is contained 
in a deed which recites agreements und pro- 
ceedings taken by ihe plaintifl Green nnd 
others, prior to thn formation of the company 
and which is sel out at length in the Decla- 
ration. It contnim throe covenants ; first, 
a covenant Lorn Green to tho defendant that 
he will assign ihe agreement between him- 
self and Ranald Maodonald to iho company 
when formed, o 1 ' hold it in trust for thorn ns 
counsel shall advise. Secondly, a covnnant 
by tho defendant to tho company ihnt ho will 
make tho road according to tho conditions of 
tho agreement for a oharter between Mao- 
donald and Colonel Moody of 4lh ol April, 
18G2, in consideration ol Iho shares men- 
tioned. 

Thirdly, a covenant by tho defendant to 
Giecn and tho Company that ho will nol sell 
or transfer bis 131 shares of tho company 
allotted to him without their consent in 
writing.
